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Solvency Is No Secret 


Everybody wants to help the new presi­ 
dent and the new government get the United 
States out of the hole. 
/ 
At least, that’s what everybody says he wants 
to do. 
But what everybody does may be another 
m atter, especially if it has anything to do with 
tapping the U. S. Treasury. 
They m ay shove the government further into 
the hole by dreaming up new ways to tap the 
treasury—new things to do that would be good 
for the country and more expensive ways to do 
old things. 
T hat’s how the United States got into the 
hole. Too many people dreamed up too many 
ways to spend money. Taxes couldn’t produce 
that much revenue, even though they w’ere high. 
Only the federal government can snend money 
It doesn’t have. That is because there is no 
limit on its spending, no limit on its taxing 
and no fixed limit on its debt. It also controls 
the money supply: I.e., the privilege of staving 
off bankruptcy by depreciating currency and 
wiping out the people’s savings. 
There is no secret about the solvency of gov­ 
ernments below the federal government. They, 
too, have dreamers. They have chiselers, mooch­ 
ers, pressure blocs and all the rest of the 
paraphernalia of public extravagance. 
But they must live within their means, and 
the mea^s are subject to the wishes of tax­ 
payers. 
Every spending measure introduced in Con­ 
gress should be accompanied by a statement 
of its cost to individual taxpayers. That is the 
way costs are kept down in state and local 
government. 
Solvency is no secret. 


Platoon System Iii Conspiracy 
Conviction of 13 “ second-string” Communists 
on a conspiracy charge in New York Federal 
Court will give a fresh platoon of subversives 
a chance to go into action. 
The second-stringers 
and 
the 
first-stringer 
previously brought to justice for the criime of 
conspiracy to overthrow the United States may 
comprise the bulk of the Communist leadershiD 
In the United States. But only a fool would 
imagine their removal from the game marks 
the end of the game. 
In Russia, where the Communist conspiracy 
has its roots, millions of people have been 
killed and sent into exile for plotting to over­ 
throw the state Purges are endless. A new one 
is just getting under way now; the Jews are 
the targets of this one. 
But even where suspected enemies of the state 
can be slaughtered in hordes, there is no secur­ 
ity for the state. 
As in America, where slaughter has been ruled 
out by civilization, the* ultimate security of any 
state is in the minds and hearts of its people. 
The fact a few subversives, having been found 
guilty at great public expense, will be jugged 
up for a few years while they study how to 
get on with their work 
of overthrowing the 
United States when they are set free is as scant 
comfort as can be offered in the campaign to 
neutralize the plotting of the Kremlin. 


The persecution of citizens 
in 
Russia. East Germany, Hungary 
and other Soviet countries m u s t 
force upon every person living in 
t h i s 
country, 
citizen or alien, 
the 
realization 
of a life with­ 
out fear of the 
police power of 
g o v e r nment 
that is so char- 
a c t e r istle of 
o u r civiliza­ 
tion. 
Of course, the 
George Sokolsky person who. by 
his own choice, commits* legal or 
moral crimes, f a c e s the conse­ 
quences of his own decisions, here 
as anywhere else. But it is neither 
a legal nor moral crime in Amer­ 
ica to be different from the gener­ 
ality. whereas in the Soviet coun­ 
tries. a no~m is established by 
edict—a shifting, whimsical norm 


j — from 
which even 
inadvertent 
deviation becomes a personal per­ 
il. No one is safe from the tyrant’s 
whims. 


THUS. AMERICAN standard of 
life includes not only material ad- 
| vantages, but the even greater 
) spiritual values 
that come with 
f r e e d o m . 
The 
American 
ac­ 
tually lives in a classless society in 
the sense that emergence to emi­ 
nence. in any field, is open to any 
1 person with the capacity and will 
for achievement. 
Harry Truman came of what in 
Europe or Asia would be called 
small landowners, not far removed 
from the peasantry: 
yet he be­ 
came p r e s i d e n t of the United 
States. Similarly, Dwight Eisen­ 
hower came out of the 
s a m e 
economic and social level and he is 
president of the United States. 
Neither of them emerged from 
big cities, centers of culture and 
opportunity. Truman lived most of 
his life in a small town. Indepen­ 
dence, Missouri; similarly, Eisen­ 
hower spent his bovhoood in Abi­ 
lene. Kansas. 
Neither had 
extraordinary 
ad­ 
vantages beyond being a citizen of 
the United States. 
Eisenhower did get his schooling 
at West Point, to which are sent 
not the scions of an aristocracy nor 
the descendants of a military caste, 
but boys who can make the grade 
after being recommended by a 
member of Congress. 


I READ somewhere that a col­ 
umnist s a i d t h a t Eisenhower’s 
Cabinet consisted of millionaires 
and a plumber. Much ado is made 
of the large fortunes of C. E. Wil­ 


son and Gecrge H um phrey; 
y e t 
both earned their way up 
from j 
small-town middle class 
parents j 
who possessed no great fortunes. I 
And both were small-town boys, 
educated in 
our public 
schools, I 
with no special advantages. 
The only Cabinet officer w h o s e 
inheritance is r e a l l y notable is 
John Foster Dulles, but it was not 
a money inheritance—it was the 
distinction of having a grandfather 
and uncle who were secretaries of ! 
state. 
Herbert Brownell. Jr., the n e w 
attorney general, went to N e w 
York from Nebraska to find his i 
way in the big city as a lawyer. 
He was a farm boy in those days 
and had much to learn about the 
sidewalks and skyscrapers of the ! 
metropolis. He ran for the state 
legislature and another small-town 
boy. Tom Dewey, managed his 
campaign. 


IN A WORD, this is no Cabinet 
of inherited wealth or inherited so­ 
cial position. From the president to 
the secretary of labor, there are 
men who saw the opportunities of 
American life and took full advan­ 
tage of them. 
In this connection. I find an in- j 
terpretation of our standards of life j 
by an official of a labor union, 
M a u r i c e A. Hutcheson of the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters, which I 
should like to see pinned on the 
bulletin board of every classroom 
because it is so inspiring of the op­ 
portunities for a rich life in our ; 
land. Mr. Hutcheson says: 
"Today the average skilled work­ 
er makes as much money as some 
junior executives and a good deal 
more than most white collar work­ 
ers. He owrns a television set, or at 
least a radio, and he subscribes 
to newspapers and magazines. He 
sends his children to high school 
and perhaps even to college. He 
reads and he listens to radio and 
TV and he knows w’hat is going on 
in the w’orld about him. You only 
insult his intelligence when you try 
to treat him as though he were an 
ignoramus." 


AS ONE reads this, it is 
im­ 
possible not to recognize that here 
in the United States we have no 
proletariat, no class-consciousness. 
no irremovable handicaps for men 
of ability and genius. 
They can and do rise to the top 
by hard work and ingenuity. Let 
us not speak of a Cabinet of "mil­ 
lionaires 
and 
a 
plumber" b u t 
r a t h e r of a Cabinet of men of 
achievement in a land of oppor­ 
tunity.

The Right To Find Out 
All recent presidents have got off on the 
right foot with the press, which now includes 
radio and television. But that is not the trick. 
Nowr is not the time to conclude that Dwight 
Eisenhower is going to have ideal press re­ 
lations. 
The trick is to bear up cheerfully and bravely, 
year in and year out. under stress and strain 
w’hich accompany the press relations of every 
chief executive. The right to find out always 
clashes e v e n t u a lly with the inclination to con­ 
ceal. 
Herbert Hoover. Franklin Roosevelt and Har­ 
ry Truman had their* bad moments, as did 
Calvin Coolidge, Warren Harding and Woodrow 
Wilson. 
But the bad moments were balanced by good 
moments. In the final analysis, it is a wonderful 
thing — this custom of putting a chief executive 
through the news wringer to see how he stands 
up under pressure. It is part of the process 
of popular sovereignty, because the people have 
no other way to find out what is done with their 
delegated power. 
A couple of years from now* it will be plainer 
than it is now’ whether President Eisenhower 
has m astered the trick of handling the press. 
or whether he. too. must end up by running 
for editor because he thought he could do the 
editor’s job better.- 


As Gen. Eisenhower moved into 
the White House, his most ener­ 
getic opponent, the CIO’s Walter 
Reuther, prepared to move h i s 
organization out 
of the doghouse 
in w'hich he be­ 
lieves the new 
a d rn i n i s t a ­ 
tion 
h a s 
at­ 
tempted to lock 
him. 
Which meant 
that the o n l y 
labor harmony 
in 
Washington 
d u r i n g t h e 
inaugural festivities came f r o m 
Jimmie Petrillo’s orchestras. It’s 
now’ apparent from the expressed 
resentments by CIO leaders, meet­ 
ing quietly out of the official fes- 
tivites for the first time in four 
inaugurations, that a powerful sec­ 
tion of labor is ready to strike up 
much more than just a few' bands. 


COMES THE DAWN. President 
Eisenhower will find that CIO labor 
will be as big a problem as any 
foreign issue and that neither he 
nor John Stedm an will be able to 
quiet CIO unless it is given treat­ 
ment equal with the AFL. 
This is the viewpoint strongly 
voiced during the gay inaugural 
hours by an official in the highest 
CIO policy making echelon. T h e 
position of Mr. Reuther and h i s 
colleagues is this: 
There is no desire in CIO to 
hustle into conflict with President 
Eisenhower until he at least learns 
how’ to find his way to the Lin­ 
coln room and the Oval room and 
has a complete Cabinet — some of 
w’hom. by the way. he has met 
for only a few hours in all. 
Within a few weeks, however, 
the CIO will unleash an aggressive 
opposition movement to the Presi­ 
dent which will match in intensity. 
if not in political sloganeering, its 
pre-election criticism of the Repub­ 
lican party and its new’ c h i e f 
executive. 


Ifs Embarrassing 
Disclosure by the U.S. Air Force that “ flying 
clusters" have been seen over Sakhalin and the 
Kurile Islands north of 
Japan 
by 
its 
own 
f i g h t e r pilots and tracked by its own radar 
makes an embarrassing situation. 
The “ flying clusters" are no more or less than 
the “ flying saucers" which 
have no official 
recognition in the United States. True, this is a 
ticklish situation which might set off a panic if 
mishandled. But it has been made no less tick­ 
lish in the United States to tell people who know 
they have seen something that officially they 
saw nothing and therefore must be wrong. 
Perhaps it can be arranged to transfer them 
to the U.S. Air Force in Japan, where officially 
it is permissible to see what you know jcrn saw. 


REASON IS CIO’s determination 
not to be ignored. Its leaders feel 
it is a factor which must be given 
equal consideration in the White 
[ House’s dealings with labor. Typi­ 
cal of this attitude is the reaction 
of CIO leaders to a story which 
made the rounds for almost a week 
starting with Thursday, January 
15. That day Washington insiders 
learned that President Eisenhower 
would hold over John Stedman, 
who was Franklin Roosevelt's la­ 
bor trouble-shooter and Harry Tru­ 
man's assistant president. 
Washington circles buzzed w i t h 
the report that this was President 
Eisenhower’s indication to Reuther , 
that CIO was being afforded treat­ 
ment equal to that of the AFL. 
The story was that Reuther. de­ 
manding CIO representation high in 
the government — as has been , 
given the AFL — asked the Presi­ 
dent to keep Stedm an on as the 


CIO’s man in the White H o u s e . 
Reuther’s people snorted when the 
story got to them, and let it be 
knowm that when they get repre­ 
sentation they want a CIO man. 
There were no objections to Mr. 
Stedman, I want to add. lest these 
lines start a new’ feud. 


IN PASSING it 
should be re­ 
ported that when new’s broke of 
Steelman’s retention in the White 
House as aide to Gen. Eisenhower, 
the AFL Republican leaders dis­ 
patched their most prominent GOF 
colleague. Dick Gray, head of the 
AFL Building Trades, to t h e Re­ 
publican National Committee. 
Gray told one executive there 
that he would virtually boycott the 
White House while Stedm an re­ 
mained. 
However, there was a 
feeling that John's re-appointment 
had some tabor value, for S ted ­ 
man is close to John Lewis. 
Of significance equal to all this 
is the CIO's growing resentment 
against the 
AFL for "going it 
alone." Despite talks of peace and 
unity between the two mammoth 
labor organizations. AFL President 
George Meany has been dealing 
d i r e c t l y with President Eisen­ 
hower, Sen. Taft and other Repub­ 
lican congressional leaders — per­ 
sonally and without consulting or 
informing Reuther or the CIO. 
So. just as the clash is coming 
between the CIO and the admini­ 
stration. it was said, a feud is de­ 
veloping between the AFL a n d 
CIO. 


IT IS BEING said in Reuther’s 
circles that the AFL can’t give 
President Eisenhower the kind of 
support he seeks. CIO’s contention 
is that, though smaller than the 
AFL. it has industrial power far 
greater than the AFL. 
It speaks for the steel industry, 
the auto industry, many of the air­ 
craft p l a n t s , the aluminum fac­ 
tories and the rubber, oil, and com- j 
munications fields. 
These are at the heart of Airer- I 
ica’s defense efforts and civilian 
prosperity. To run an administra- ! 
tion without representation f r o m ) 
these unions, means that the White 
House cuts itself off from the men 
who are really at the nation's vor­ 
tex. It can't be done, the CIO says. 
After the last inaugural holiday 
hangover is loaded onto homeward- 
bound transcontinental trains and 
planes, this problem will become 
one of President Eisenhower’s first 
headaches.

Eisenhower Will Profit By Wilton Imbroglio

A lesson in politics for tile new 
administration is revealed in the 
latest Gallup Poll figures. 
Interviewing cross 
sections of 
voters 
since 
the 
November 
election to find out what were the 
principal things that swayed them 
to cast their ballots for Eisenhow­ 
er, the poll shows that ‘‘corrup­ 
tion" w’as given by the greatest 
percentage not only among Re­ 
publican voters but among Demo­ 
crats and independents, too, who 
voted for Eisenhower. 
The 
question 
itself 
was 
well 
phrased. It asked the voter to say. 
leaving aside the candidates them­ 
selves, just what issue or issues 
“ had the most effect” in deciding 
him to vote for Eisenhower. 
The 
next 
highest 
percentage 
point in all three groups was giv­ 
en to the Korean issue. "Commun­ 
ism " was a close third among 
voters generally and among reg­ 
ular Republicans, but was n o t 
quite so high among Democrats. 
The fact that Korea was so def­ 
initely ar\ issue will come as a 
surprise to m an y people, includ­ 
ing Europeans and many Demo­ 
cratic 
officials 
here 
who 
nev­ 
er saw’ the matter in its true im­ 
pact on the electorate. 
The "corruption" issue has al­ 
ways been a decisive one in Amer­ 
ican politics, though the exposures 
and crusades do not in every case 
result in an immediate defeat for 
the party accused of wrongdoing 
simply because the case some­ 
times is not proved or m a d e 
clear until a subsequent election. 
Some readers have written in to 
question this correspondent’s ap­ 
praisal a few days ago in which 
he stated that across the Truman 
administration, just as across the 
Harding 
administration’s 
record, 
will be written the word "scan­ 
dal." despite the fact that each 
administration had a secretary of 
state who made a notable record 
in various phases of foreign poli­ 
cy. 
What the Gallup survey indi­ 
cates is that, much as the de­ 
fenders of a particular party m a y 
dislike it. the voters as a whole 
do not relish "corruption" and us­ 
ually vote it down in federal, state 
and city elections. 
The significance for the Eisen­ 
hower 
administration 
is 
clear. 
Here is a recipe which comes into 
power as the accuser — its own

record, therefore, must be beyond 
criticism. There can be no ambi­ 
guities about or apologies for any­ 
thing that remotely suggests a 
lack of ethical standards. 
Thus, Charles E. Wilson is right­ 
ly indignant because of the sug­ 
gestion that he might, if he held' 
on to his General Motors stock, 
do something as secretary of de­ 
fense that would compromise him­ 
self or the government. But the 
rules of politics demand that the 
occasion 
shall 
not 
even 
arise 
where there could be such a ques­ 
tion. 
As it is. there are many friends 
pf the Eisenhower administration 
who wonder why the m atter was 
allowed to drift for two months 
without being given careful con­ 
sideration. and a solution found 
much earlier. 
The episode has caused more 
talk 
and 
more 
argument 
than 
would have been the case if the 
subject had been taken up ear­ 
lier and opinions sought long be­ 
fore inauguration day. Particular­ 
ly harmful—from a political view­ 
point—is 
the 
tendency 
to 
drift 
while the public talks about lack 
of ethics in a new administration. 
The issue should have been dis­ 
posed of promptly as soon as it 
arose and long before Mr. Wilson 
went to Congress to testify. 
What it all indicates is that. 
while the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion has picked a lot of able men 
from 
business 
and 
from 
other 
walks of life, it has not yet brought 
into the executive staff men with 
the political knowledge and aware­ 
ness which comes out of exper­ 
ience and familiarity with Wash­ 


ington ways and cu:>toms. 
Business men as a whole cannot 
on this account be criticized, for 
there is no standardization among 
them. Some are public relations- 
minded. and some are not. Some 
are keenly aware of political cur­ 
rents — and some are not. But 
there is no excuse for an admin­ 
istration taking power nowadays 
without having at its elbow al­ 
ways a little group of political 
advisers. Congress is the place 
to get them. They are artful and 
resourceful—they are sensitive to 
all the conflicting currents. 
Yet is is understood that nobody 
from 
Capitol Hill was called in 
to discuss this very explosive po­ 
litical 
issue before 
Mr. 
Wilson 
went 
before the 
Senate Armed 
Services Committee for his infor­ 
mal session last week. 
The 
lesson will 
not be lost on 
President Eisenhower. He profits 
bv mistakes. It probably is a good 
thing the episode occurred now in­ 
stead of later. As for solving the 
Wilson problem itself, whether by 
divesting the secretary of defense 
of authority over matters concern­ 
ing his former business or by let­ 
ting him 
divest 
himself of his 
stocks in General Motors, 
t h e 
whole thing will be cleared up sat­ 
isfactorily within a few days and 
forgotten. 
The warning, however, is there 
nevertheless to the entire Eisen­ 
hower group of new officials—they 
must all become members of the 
"clean as a hound’s tooth" club. 
or the next congressional election 
will see the Republican party very 
much on the defensive.

An E a s t Liverpool delegation 
joined with groups from three oth­ 
er valley communities Thursday 
night in the opening phase of a 
campaign designed to stimulate the 
citizenship interests of high school 
students. 
Also present at the meeting in 
Toronto H i g h School were school 
and c i v i c leaders from Steuben­ 
ville, Shadyside and Toronto. The 
Citizenship Education Project, the 
title of the plan, is being sponsored 
by Teachers College of Columbia 
University. 
The more than 40 present were 
briefed on CEP’s objectives by Dr. 
Allen Felix of Columbia and Ar­ 


thur Gorsuch of Ashland. O . CEP 
representative in Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana and Kentucky. 
Superintendent of Schools D. B. 
Metzger of Toronto presided. 
I 
Dr. Felix explained that the pro­ 
ject is aimed primarily at afford­ 
ing youth an opportunity to par­ 
ticipate to the best of his ability 
in a community’s civic enterprises. 
As he phrased it, a student should 
not be confined to textbooks, but 
should be allowed to “jump into 
the citizenship pool.” 
He emphasized the problem must 
not be left in the hands of the 
School teachers. “ People must help 
the teachers,” he declared, “to get 
a democratic education in y o u r 
! schools.” 
I 
Some 75 communities have been 
selected for study under CEP, Fe­ 
lix said. Gorsuch briefly outlined 
some of the projects completed or 
under way in some of these. 
Two major questions were direct­ 
ed at the delegations during the 
two-hour discussion: 
1.—“Should citizens help t h e 
schools in this type of education?” 
2.—“If the answer is yes, how 
should the program be accomplish­ 
ed?”

“ It must be and can be a peace­ 
ful process.” he said “Those who 
do not believe that results can be 
obtained by moral pressures, by 
the weight of propaganda, just do 
not know what they are talking 
about.” 
The following night, in a speech 
at Scranton. Pa . Kennan said “ it 
is right that individual Americans” 
should promote their beliefs, and 
he spoke of the ultimate victory 
of ’’the competitive power of free­ 
dom in the struggle of ideas.” 
Kennan argued, however, against 
“doing anything at the govern­ 
mental level that purports to af­ 
fect directly the governmental sys­ 
tem in another country.” He de­
